HERE I8 a "good-news"” rumor around

the White House these days. It I8 pos-
sible that permission will soon be granted
for the resumption of tennis playing on the
White House couris

The recent lliness of Joseph P. Tumulty,
secretary to the President, aseribed by !l}eu
physician, Dr. Cary N, Grayson, U 8 N,
to twelve vears of overwork and Inck of
sufficlent exercize, has revived the subject
of playing tennis on the famous old courts,
where Socretnry of the Treasury MeAdoo
and Miss Wilson, the President’s daughter,
did much of thelr “courting.”

The courts have been closed since war
wasg declured by order of Secretary Tu-
multy, who sald he did not think it seemly
while the country Was prepuring for a great
struggle that there should be public amuse-
ment on the White House grounds.
